Homestead, Pa„ Aug. 1.— The strike 
of the Homestead steel workers has 
been characterized hy many interesting 
featnrt's, not the least novel of which 
were the religious services held in the 
mills Sunday morning. With the great 
cogging and beam mill for a ohapel, 
witi^ one hundred armed and uniformed 
Watchmen on guard, ami with over 
1,000 soldiers within hailing distance, 
880 non-union men attended divine 
Worship at 11 o'clock. 

On a platform beneath the projecting 
arms of a ponderous crane was an 
orchestra of six pieces. A broad four- 
inch steel slab served as a pulpit, while 
the choir, composed of clerks from the 
company offices, occupied the top of a 
large, planing machine. The congrega- 
tion 'was made up of men repre^^enting 
many nationalities. The majority of 
them were arrayed in blue OTeralle and 
flannel shirts. Very few wore coats oi 
suspenders. Some sat on rough benches, 
on top of furnaces, and leaned against 
> poets. Others balanced themselves on 
cranes and cross beams, wh'le some 
twenty or more roobted lazily on a long 
steel girder high above the head of the 
preacher. 

The services were conducted by Rev. 
Clarence Adams of, the First Baptist 
church of Franklin, Pa., who is chap- 
lain of the Stxteenth regiment. His 
wife, the only women present, occupied 
» chair in the oongregation and helped 
lead the singing. Near her, sat Super 
intendent Potter. The men were pro 
▼Ided-with type- written copies of three 
hymns. The services opened with 
"Nearer My Gtod to Thee." followed by 
"Stead Up Tot Jegos," te which fh« 
imiiqiM ooasregatlon joiiMd to* man, 
With bowM heade, the ragged wonhip 
en liatened to a short prayer by the 
minister. The latter than entered upon 
his discourse, taking his text from the 
fint character of null's Epistle to the 
Bomans. fifteenth verse. ''I am ready 
to pge a c h the gospel to you, for I am 
not afmd of the gospel of Christ." He 
said: 

GBKTUDISN— I am gping to preach to 
you today Just aa if I preached to my own 
congregatiou in my own church. I hhull 
preach no special sermon to workingnien 
The gospel of Jesus ( 'hri.st kiinws no class, 
or caste, or colors, .Ji'w or (ii-iitile. We are 
all one, in (■brist .lesim, but I will t;iko for 
my subject the life of u workint^inan — ."-Jaiil 
of Tarsus. .Saul was a brave man to prcarb 
in K«)nie in the l>eKinninK of the ( hrisliau 
era.

It is given out 
that the two white aiea were members 
of an organized lot of men who pilot 
C^iinese from Detroit into the country, 
where, at some place like Romulus, 
they may take trains to distant points.

AN ANCIENT SERPE NT MOUND 

Nineteen Hundred Pert Loug Uitoovered 
Near Fort Auoleut. O. 

Lebanon, O,, Aug. 1.— A Tory im 
portent ardueological disoorery has 
been nude ia Himiltoa towaship. It 

has been known for a long time that 
there were evidences of mound builders' 
monuments on the old Stubbs farm, but 
from the peculiar location and varied 
characters of the fields they were uot 
identified until Dr. S. S. Scoville discov- 
ered that they were parts of a single 
earthwork, a serpent mound. 

Professor Putnam, of the Peabody mn 
senm, has verified the discovery, and pro- 
nounces it one of the g r ea t ea t of Amer- 
ican antiiiuities. 

Dr. Metz. of the Peabody museum and 
world's exposition, has surveyed it, and 
^v^th. Proie.ssor Putnam is making ex- 
plorations in it. The snake is 1,900 foet 
lomr and about ten feet throtiKh 

Tne famous Adams county serpent is 
much smaller, and was siviip<iscij to b» 
the only one in existenco. The new find 
is seven miles licit I w Fort AJUdant» ia a 
rich archaiological district.

Resolnnons 
condemning the action of Colonel 
Streator, of the Pennsylvania n^tia, 
for his brutal treatment of lams were 
offered and referred. They will prob- 
ably be adopted next Sunday. Fiery 
denunciatory speeches were made, one 
delegate declaiing that "another such 
art'air will bring us to the threshold ot 
a tivil cotiflict that would be more evil 
in its conse(iuenc^s than the rebellion." 

Howard lialkain, of the Progressive 
paintera' union, said: "The torture ot 
lams is the best lesson labor can have to 
keep out of the aiilitory altogether. 
After this if any workman will sign 
away his liberty in such a manner he is 
not true to his broUien or the cause ot 
orgaaiaed labor."

WAaHnroToif, Aug. l.^-After a seaaion 
of eight months the first session of the 
Fifty-second congress is about to end, 
and a review of itB WOriK may proTO ifl- 

teresting. 

The house devoted the fint two 
months of the session to the discussion 
aad adoption of a code of rales after 

which the regular business was taken 
up. Bills to the numljer of 9,687 have 
lieen intrtslnced in the house and re- 
ferred tf) cniiimittees. Of this number 
2,11") have beenereported and placed on 
the calendar, about 460. of whitdi haye 
passed the house. 

The most important measures ooaald 
ered by the house, excepting thegeaeral 
appropriatioa bUla, wen the sihrer Ull, 
the tariff measures reported from the 
ways and means committee, the Chiaeae 
exclusion act, the "intermediate" and 
nurse pension bills; the bill to enforce re- 
ciprocal commercial relations with Can- 
anda; the bill inoreaaiag thapav of life- 
saving cnws; to establfim Imeal promo- 
tion ia the army; tat the better control 
of natioaal bean in roeard to loaalng 
money to directon and offloen aad to 
add the name of the secretary of agri 
cnlture to the oaUaet offloen who may 
act as presideat ia osrtaia ooatingen 
cies. • 

The Bland/ sUyerbUl faUed in the 
house, as did also the free coinage bill 
which passed the senate. The several 
tariff bills passed by the house failed in 
the senate, as did also the Ull providing 
for the admission of New llexleo and 
Arizona as states. 

Of the 3,492 bills introduced in the 
senate, 1,110 were reported upon by 
committees and 700 of them passed. 

Among the most important measures 
passed by the senate and not acted upon 
by the house, wen the following: To 
facilitate the settlement of claims for 
arrears of pay and bounty; for the con 
stmction of revenue cutters (two each) 
for service on the great lakes and the 
Pacific coast; the pure food bill; to in- 
crease the rate of pension for certain 
ca ses of deafness; to fix the price <>( 
lands entered under the desert land 
laws; to authorize the secretary of war 
to Cause a survey to be made for a ship 
canal from Philadelphia acrostj New 
Jersey to New York bay, and the l)etter 
enforcement of the immigration laws. 
A large number of public building and 
claim bills passed bf «ha awate also 
failed in the house. 

Four hundred and three bills have 
passed both houses and been sent to the 
president for his signature. There are 
twenty of these Ijills still under consid- 
eration by the executive: one has Ixsen 
returned to the house by its recpiest 
without signing: two have been vetoed — 
the bill to amend the law organizing the 
circtiit ciiuvts of appeals, so Jis to give 
them .iuiisdiction of certain Indian 
cases, and the bill referring the Mc(iar- 
rahan claim to the court of private land 
claims. Three have lied mie liWB With- 
out the president's approval. 

Among the more important bills 
which In-came laws arc the following: 
To encouraKe American shi]) building,': 
for tho peiiiiaMPiit prcMTvation ami 
custodj' of the n cords ol the volunteer 
armies; to add tho name of tlie secretary 
of ;ij;ric'ilture to the cabinet ofticers who 
may becoiue president in certain emer- 
gen(ies: to ])rohibit the coming of 
t'hiiicsc into the United States; th(> in- 
teniu'diate and anuy nur-ii- hills; to t u- 
force ri'cii)rocal commerce relations with 
Canada; increasing the auudnvm pay 
of life suvinu crews. 

Investigations were a feature of this 
coti^'re-!s, e.specially in the house, and 
coKiuiUrei s (levoted much time to them. 
The pen-iion I itiice and its management 
received the attention of a special com- 
mittee, which reported mismanagement 
of the bureau, generally, under the ad- 
ministration of Commissioner Kaum 
and reci)miiie)iiled to the house that the 
pre.sident be recjuested to dismiss that 
official. 

The committee on public lands looked 
into the management of the Yellow 
stone Natioiial park and reported a bill 
to rectify the eondition of affairs there. 
The report also criticised Russell B. 
Harrison, the president's son, for his 
connection with securing leasee there. 

A sub-committee of the committee on 
the judiciary looketl into a matter called 
to its attention by the attoniey general 
that marshals and clerks of the United 
States courts in Boston were obtaining 
illegal fees in naturalization cases. They 
reporter! several bills to remedy the evil. 

The committee on banking and cur- 
rency were ordered to investigate the 
failura of tlie Keystone and Spring 
Garden National batiks of Philadelphia, 
and of the Maverick National bank of 
Boston. The committee t<jok a mass of 
testimony, bnt did not conclude their ia^ 
quiry. 

The ccmmittee appointed toinyeati- 

f;ate the census office began their work 
ate in the session and finally postponed 
it until next session. 

The committee on reform in the dyil 
service investigated the Balttmon post- 
oflice matter and filed a nport sevenly 
criticising Postmaster Oenerhl Wana- 
maker, stating that he kaew eaufloyee 
wen vlolatiBg tha law, jet he atttT kept 
them ia ofice. 

The inyesttgatioa iato theao«alled 
"sweatinff eyitem" of oontraot labor 
was conauond hj a sub-oonunlttee of 
the house manufactures' oommittee. It 
did not finish takiag taatimoBy and will 
probablv resume its sessions auriag the 
recvjB of congress.

Niw York, Aug. 1.— One of the 
ilntngeat phenomena ever witnessed at 
■Mwu dMC ibed byCapUin Thcinp^oa, 
•( fh« AaiilMMr LitM*s Tiinaeri*. which ur- 
rived from MediterranMun ports Uatur- 
d»y, and alw by Pilot SnluTan, of the 
DftTid Carll, Na 10, who brought the 
steamship into New York. It was, in 
brief, an earthanake ^hock at sea on 
July 26, followed by the appearance in 
the sky of a hum fiery seipent, which 
stretched ttom tbe MDKh to the hori> 
aon. 

Pilot Salttran was on board the David 
Carll at the time, of the Trinaeria had 
been hanled. when the boat was is 
latitude 41 degrees 96 mihntes, longitude 
65 degrees, or in the vidnitj of George i 
shoals, sonth of Oape Sable, an earth- 
qnake shock from the northwest wai 
rat at 7 o'dock in the evening. It lasted 
aboat six seconds, as nearly as the pilot 
could judge. The vibration caused tht 
pilotboat to tremble, bat the sea re- 
midned calm. The shock was nnmis 
takaUy that of an earthquake, the pilot 
said. 

Hardly had the shock subsided when 
a streak of light was seen extending 

from the zenith to the northwest hon- 
son in the form of a hn^ serpent. The 
reptile gradually tapered from the 
head, which appeared to be reared high 
In the idr. to the tall near the horizon. 
It lasted for more than three-quarters ot 
an hour and then gradually disappeared. 

Captain Thompson, (^f the Truacria, 
says ne saw the fiery £>eriHint also at th< 
same hour, 7 p. m., of July 26. Hit 
vessel was then in Utitade W degrees, 
47 minutes, longitude 6S degrees, 9 min- 
utes, or about sixty miles distant from 
the pilot boat's position. 

Captain Thompson says that he saw 
what appeared to be a fleiy cloud in th« 
northwest. It resembled at first a forked 
streak of lightning. Qradually it as- 
sumed the form of an immense serpent, 
and as if to further carry out the delu- 
sion, the serpent began to coil itself likt 
an enormous spring. Then the head 
reared itself as ii his snakeship had sud 
denly been disturbed, and was about tc 
strike his fiery fangs into his opponent. 

There were 297 passengers on board, 
including thirty howling dervishes, 
who will illustrate tha fata of Moham- 
med at the world's fair. The passengen 
all crowded to the rail to witness tb« 
strange Bight, and the dervishes, tak- 
ing it for a manifestation of Allah, be- 
gan to pray with their faces toward tht 
north. 

The vessel's barometer had sunk from 
29.89 to 39.20, and heavy "tide rips" oi 
short, choppy waves slapped the vessel, 
though there was almost no wind. The 
shock was felt very slightly ou board the 
Trinacria. 

The serpentine form in the sky lasted 
about an hour, and then f^r.-nlually fmleil. 
Captain Thompson said he liad uevei 
■sen anything Iuds it btfbre. 

BABY THROWN FROM A CAR.

The dead babv was dressed in a long 
blue wrapper of some fine material, un- 
der whicn was the usual linen of baby 
apparel. The infant's skull was crushed 
in on the top of the head, and its brains 
were oozing through the aperture. 

Its parentage and the circumstancee 
that brought it to so untimely an end 
are a mystery, but everything seems to 
indicate that the child wa^ murdered. 
There was nothing to afford a clew 
toward identification. 

Two theorif'H are advanced. The iw <A 

§robable is that the child was killVd md 
ropped from a moving train. If this 
theory is correct the bloody deed must 
have ijeen connected with the train leav- 
ing this city at 8:45 a. m. for Cincinnati 
or the t«un which reache.i here from 
Cincinnati Pt 13:30 a. m. If this theory 
is adopted the train from Cincinnati was 
probably the one, as the baby yva» stilt 
and cold whan discovered. 

The other theory advanced iH that the 
child was of IndianatKdiH i)ar»'nta>^e, and 
that ite body was depotiited lieiiide the 
railroad track to throw the otfii ers oft 
the trail, but thin theory if< not regarded 
as probable. 'I'lie inaiuu'i- in which the 
child was l Ud jufitirtes t)ie belief that it 
wa« of wealthy parentage, and that it 
was thus di.fix^.sed of to arrest scandal 
and disgrace. Detectives Thornton and 
James, of this city, have ])een detailed 
to work np the cawe. They have put 
themselves in comnninication with the 
Cincinnati police, and nothing will be 
left undone to bring the perpetrators of 
an atrocious and oold-bloodad infanti- 
cide to justice.

Some time ago the Right Hon. A. J.

There were 
360 waiters, sixty wine butlers and fifty- 
four superintendents engaged to wait 
ulton theni. 

Two kitchens were specially erected 
in the market in which to prepare the 
banquet.* One kitohen had Qttj-totu 
Bunsen burners, reprssantlBg ona foi 
each table. There were foot luge steam 
boilers for heating puddings, seven 
stoves for the boiling of sauces and for 
frying purixHies, and three boilers ol 
large size, each with a capacity of about 
seventy gallons, for dealing with the 
plum puddings wldoh fonoad part of 
thadeasert. 

The quantities of Tiandi ware 150 
turkeys, 300 fowls, 400 game pies, 2,600 
oyster ijatties, 200 gallons of turtle soup, 
about half a ton of sirloin of beef, and 
jelly and cream shapes to the number n( 
600. There were 20,000 plates required 
and 80,000 piecea of silver, including 
spoons, knlvea and forks; 10,000 wine 
glasses and about a thousand pieces of 
decorative ware for the tables.— Loudon 
Tit-Bits.
